BY KISSINGER AND SADAT FOLLOWING SECOND MEETING SATURDAY WERE 
WIDELY COVERED. AL AHRAM AND AL GOMHOURI Y A SAY THAT SADAT 
RECOGNIZES THAT PRESENT TALKS ARE DIFFICULT BECAUSE THEY DEAL 
WITH BOTH REMOVING DANGERS OF RENEWED EXPOLSION IN AREA AND 
ADVANCING TOWARD PEACE. SADAT ADDED THAT, "OCTOBER WAS HAS 
PROVEN THAT, HOWEVER STRONG, NEITHER OF TWO PARTIES CAN DICTATE 
ITS TERMS ON OTHER.' 1 AL AHRAM AND AL GOMHOURIY A QUOTE KISSINGER 
AS SAYING THAT U.S. STRONGLY BELIEVES THAT ANOTHER STEP TOWARD

I WILL NOT EXTEND SUCH INVITATION." SADAT WAS ANSWERING QUESTIONS
